Referenced Bureau airtel of 2/17/77, advised of 
the dismissal of both civil actions in captioned matter, 
but per a court order, the Bureau requested each office to / ! - 
transmit to FBIHQ all known copies of tape recordings, trans- 
cripts and logs resulting from the FBI's microphonic and 
telephonic surveillances between 1963 and 1968 of the plaintiff 
organization's former president; MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR./ 
his home, places of public accomodation occupied by him and 
of the plaintiff organization's offices in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and New York City, New York. FBIHQ subsequently advised that .V 
only the tapes, transcripts and logs should be sent to FBIHQ , -..v 
and not communications that included paraphrases of these 
elsurs.. * 

Atlanta had an electronic surveillance (elsur) on 
the residence of MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., Atlanta, Georgia,’ 
and the Atlanta SCLC Office from approximately 1963-1966. 

Atlanta had no known tapes or transcripts of any 
of these elsurs, but Atlanta did have logs which contained 
information from these elsurs and these logs were sent to 
FBIHQ by Atlanta on 3/14/77 for inclusion in the National 
Archives. 

Referenced Buairtel of 4/12/77, then instructed 
recipients that the Department had advised that to comply 
with the court order in this matter it would now be necessary 
to locate paraphrases of this elsur informatipn that was 
included in communications.

and a member of the Executive Board. He is very Influential 
and is the man in charge of the office . He came here from 
Alabama. He is well educated and dynamic. He has stated 
that while he was JLn Alabama he travelled to New York City 
once or twice per month to f have fun and a good time. • He 
said this kept him broke. He is Religious to a degree in 
that he will support ministers & churches only when they 
deserve support,*, He is very close to a Caucasian employee on 
the Staff of SCLC Harry Boyd. Boyd has an important Job with 
SCLC. He is out of the office most of the time. Boyd & 
Blackwell were in conference duing the National Convention of 
SCLC in Savannah. They were In conference twice in Blackwells 
Room and had dinner together one evening. Blackwell in 
private conversation sometimes uses terms associated with 
Marxism such as proletariat, capitalist, etc. He is a very 
smooth talker, has a good command of the language > He is 
very intelligent. Blackwell was in New York City on 
10/12 or 10/13/64.

SYNOPSIS <0F FACTS: 


Subject presently faculty member and resident at Alabama 
A & M College, Normal, Alabama* Local CP informant identified 
subject as having been member of CP-DC, and in 1954, subject 
was allegedly anxious to become member of new CP Unit being 
formed in North Carolina. Prom 1950-53, subject was reportedly 
active in the affairs of the PP-DC. As of June, 1953,; 
subject's name appeared in membership list of National Lawyers 
Guild, and during 1950 -52, subject reportedly was affiliated 
with organizations dominated, infiltrated and/or controlled 
by the CP. He has allegedly associated with individuals 
affiliated with the CP or its various front organizations. 
During 1952-53, subject was connected with Presentation, 

Inc., a cooperative art organization which employed several 
individuals who at one time or another during this employment 
were in some manner connected with the CP.

RESIDENCE AND EMPLOYMENT 



RALPH H. LEE, Registrar, Alabama A & M College, 
Normal, Alabama, advised on March 17, 1955, that RANDOLPH 
TALMADGE BLACKWELL was employed at the beginning of the 
September, 1954, school term as a teacher in the Social Science 
Department of that college and is currently employed in that 
capacity. 


Mr. LEE informed that BLACKWELL has resided in 
the Men's Dormitory on campus of Alabama A Sc M College since 
being employed at that college. 

CONNECTION WITH THE COMMUNIST PARTY 

On February 26, 1953, Confidential Informant 
T-l, who has furnished reliable information In the past, 
identified RANDOLPH BLACKWELL as having been a member of 
the Communist Party iri the District of Columbia. According 
to T-l, BLACKWELL might still be a Communist Party member j 
however, T-l does not know this to be a fact. 

On January 11, 1954, Confidential Informant T-2, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that NAT BOND, who was known to informant as a leader of the 
Communist Party in Durham, North Carolina, had been in contact 
with RANDOLPH TALMADGE BLACKWELL and had advised T-2 that 
BLACKWELL had recently returned'to Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, from Washington, D. C. T-2 learned from BOND 
that BLACKWELL was a law student who was not permitted to 
take the North Carolina Bar examination and was anxious to 
form some sort of study group in the Winston-Salem Teacher's 
College. T-2 mentioned that BOND had indicated that this 
would be a Marxist Study Group to be formed for the purpose 
of studying Marxism, and to also promulgate the efforts of 
the Communist Party. 

On April 23 , 1954, Confidential Informant T-2 
advised that in early April, 1954, NAT BOND, previously 
mentioned, had stated that RANDOLPH T. BLACKWELL was anxious 
to become a member of the new Communist Party unit which BOND 
was attempting to formulate in North Carolina.

The National Committee, Communist Party, USA, in 
issuing its final text of the "Resolutions Growing Out of the 
Presidential Elections w in ^Political Afi'alrs w > issue of 
July, 1953, states in substance that in 1948, the Communist 
Party helped stimulate the formation of the Progressive 
Party and correctly supported the Progressive Party through 
the 1952 election. The text concludes with the- statement, 
the Progressive Party, the Communist Party and other 
progressive forces must unite in a broad, mass front coalition. 



"Political Affairs" has been cited by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities as the official Communist 
Party monthly theoretical organ. 


On November 14, 1952, Confidential Informant T- 3 , 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, identified 
the present leaders of the Progressive Party of the District 
of Columbia as either Communists or Communist sympathizers 
and that this organization has never, to this informant's 
knowledge, opposed any Communist Party issue or program. T -3 
stated that on occasions resolutions have been adopted by the 
PP-DC which have been introduced by various individuals at the 
direction of the Communist Party. 


On October 22, 1952, Confidential Informant T - 4 , 
who was In a position to furnish reliable information, advised 
that the name and address of RANDOLPH BLACKWELL, 23 OO First 
Street, N. W., was contained In a list of names captioned 
1952 Mailing List Northwest Club" which was then maintained 
by BARBARA BIRD BRUCE, Treasurer, Northwest Club of' the PP-DC, 
5 er £ p * rtmolit at 521 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W. , Washington 
D. C. T -4 observed that the aforementioned list was maintained 
in a manila folder which was marked on the outside in pencil 
"PP-DC". 


On February 7, 1950, Confidential Informant T-5, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
information concerning the City Convention of the PP-DC held 
February 4 , 1950, at Inspiration House, 1867 Kalorama Road, 

, Washington, D. C. T-5 reported that RANDOLPH BIACK- 

WELL, who was present at this convention, was among those 
nominated for positions with the District Committee of the 
PP-DC •

RANDLOPH BLACKWELL spoke on Negro History Week and the main

It was the opinion of 
T-7, that given more time and experience, BLACKWELL will 
become a splendid speaker.

On June 8 , 1952, Confidential Informant T-l, 
previously described, furnished information concerning 
the Convention of the PP-DC held that date at Inspiration 
House, 1067 Kalorama Road, N. W., Washington, D, C. 

T-l mentioned that at this meeting RANDOLPH BLACKWELL was 
one of twenty persons elected as delegates to the forth- 
coming national convention of the PP. 

On June 24 , 1952, T-l advised that on June 20, 1952, 
informant had been requested by the PP^-DC to contact five 
individuals, one of whom was RANDOLPH BLACKWELL, for 
donations to the national campaign of the PP-DC. According • 
to T-l, these individuals were to be requested to pledge a 
certain amount each month until after the election. 

On October iO, 1952, T-l reported that CHARLOTTA 
BASS, Vice-Pfesidential candidate of the PP, was scheduled to 
make an appearance at a PP-DC meeting to be held on October 16, 
1952, and that in connection with this matter, RANDOLPH BLACKWELL 
was among fifteen ushers selected to take up the collection at 
this meeting. 

On October 17, 1952, T-l advised that RANDOLPH 
BLACKWELL was present at a meeting of the PP-DC held on 
October 16, 1952, at Odd-Fellows Hall. 9 th and T Streets, 

N. W., where CHARLOTTA BASS, the Vice-Presidential candidate 
on the PP ticket, was the featured speaker. 

On May 6 , 1953» Confidential Informant T- 8 , 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, informed 
that RANDOLPH BLACKWELL was present at a meeting of the 
Northwest Club of the PP-DC held on April 29, 1953, at 1712 
16th Street, N. W. According to T- 8 , BLACKWELL made an 
extremely long and repetitious speech dealing with segregation, 
the lack of integration at playgrounds, and the need for 
more dramatics in "our" work against race prejudice. T -8 
described BLACKWELL as being one of several individuals 
present at the above referred to meeting who were most 
active in the Northwest Club of the PP-DC and who more or 
less control the Club. 

On November 6, 1953, T-8 reported that the name 
of RANDOLPH BLACKWELL has been removed from the active 
membership list of the Northwest Club of the PP-DC. T -8 
~wa$ unable to offer any explanation for this action.

Normal, Alabama* on March 17, 1955- made available an 
application for employment with this college which was executed 
by RANDOLPH TALMADGE BLACKWELL on August 20* 1954 • A review 
of this application reflects that CHESTER V.. MC CULLOUGH, 

Post Office Box 82, Powderly, Alabama, was among five individuals 
listed as references by BLACKWELL. 

CHESTER VALLEES MC CULLOUGH in executing standard 
form #86 on November 11, 1954, in connection with his employment 
as a Library Assistant, Library of Congress, Washington, D. C., 
indicated membership in the Lawyers Guild (Student Division), 
Howard University, Washington, D. C., from 1980 to 1952. 

On June 30, 1953, Confidential Informant T-9» 
previously mentioned, identified CHESTER H. MC CULLOUGH, 3300 
18th Street, N. E., Washington, D. C., as a member of the 
National Lawyers Guild as of that date. 

It is noted that MC CULLOUGH on the above referred 
standard ; form #8b indicated that he had resided at 3300 18th 
Street, N. E., Washington, D. C., from October 1951 to October 
1953. He also indicated he was born June 16, 1923, at 
Birmingham, Alabama $ had formerly resided in Birmingham, Alabama, 
from 1937 to 1942 and also from 1946 to 1949, and had attended 
Howard University from 1949 to 1953-

November 27, 1953* and again on January 31, 

1955j T-l identified the present leaders of the PP-DC as 
either Communist Party members or Communist Party sympathizers 
and stated that this organization has never, to the knowledge 
of the informant opposed the Communist Party on any issue or 
program. 

On April 21 , 1951.* Confidential Informant T- 6 ,
